McLachlan was 


author of the resolution .calling upon 
Secretary Dickinson to Inform tile 
house the exact condition of the army. 


Mr. McLachlan was at first dis- 


posed to Insist upon the house and 
the country having the Information 
called for 
In 
bis 
resolution. 
He 


changed his mind, however, when he 
conferred with the president, and as 
a result all copies of the report will 
be recalled and the war department 
will Insist on all press asBocfatlons 
suppressing publication of the copies 
which were Intrusted to'them for dis- 
tribution. 


C. 
President Tail's desire to suppress 


the Ulchins.cn revised 
report 
has 


served to accentuate the gravity at 
the situation as set forth by Dickin- 
son. Members of congress who have 
read the report are seriously con- 
cerned,'and it Is now regarded as 
certain that a vigorous Investigation 
will be conducted with a view to de- 
termining the causes^ which have 
brought the army to a condition which 
would make'It helpless before an in- 
vading army. 


Despite the president's

suppress the Dickinson report,

tbat their work in the long run;is 
more profitable than that of horses, for 
unless tuberculosis gets In. the herd 
they lire not as liable to spells of sick- 
ness as horses are, they have .greater 
strength and more endurance and are 
not afllicted with "nerves," ' therefore 
less liable to take affright and smash 
things generally. They are not as cr.- 
pensivo to keep as horses, and,'besides, 
when their days of working are over 
they can be fattened easily and die on 
the right side of the ledger, but when 
the horse. Is dead he Is dead and a 
dead loss besides. Since time Imme- 
morial the ox'. has been the faithful 
servant of man. We do uot.care for 
him as wo do for the horse. We. ilo 
not regard him with the same affec- 
tion nor give him credit for as much 
Intelligence, but nevertheless In these 
days of aeroplanes arid automobiles 
the ox maintains his place as a profit- 
able and faithful servant of the farm.
